Will Vinton has created a plasticene world of his own in Portland, Oregon. Since 
"Closed Mondays," which won an Oscar in 1975 for best animation, he has made 
“Mountain Music," and three half-hour films, "Martin the Cobbler,” "Rip Van 
Winkle," and the upcoming "The Little Prince." Clips from all of his films, 
except the latter, are interspersed with explanations of the clay animation 
process, resulting in a revealing juxtaposition of process and product. Throw 
in some specially produced animated sequences and Claymation becomes perhaps 
the best “how do they do that?" films ever produced. Gao either "Rip Van 
Winkle" or "The Little Prince" will be included in Off the Wall's Magic Movies V 
program opening January 11.)

In the seven years since he turned his talents to film, Robin Lehman has earned 
over 100 international awards with a mere dozon exquisitely produced films, 
including Oscars for best documentary short for his 1975 film Don't and his 1976 
release The End of the Game, Lehman studied painting from the age of six until 
he was about twenty, then his interests shifted from his eyes to his ears and he 
spent the next ten years in Paris studying musical composition with Nadia 
Boulanger. Manimals begins on a light, entertaining note, but as with most of 
Lehman's films, it conveys a powerful, unstated message. 
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
